How to Apply First Aid 


to a Sprained Ankle or Knee 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

'"["•HIS is the season when you take lonj walks beside 


the *ea, in the field and woods or on th» moun- 
tains. You are likely to slip and fall. 
As a 


remit, you may sprain your ankle. What is to be done? 


Yon attempt to get home by the help of a stick or 


by some conveyance. Then yon apply cold compress** 
until the pain subsides, and you are satisfied then will 
not b* great swelling. 


If the cold application do not reliere th« pain, you 


may try hot-water compresses. The latter are more 
grateful and useful in sorcsa cases. 


After these applications have been discontinued, the 


foot should be bandaged, beginning at the toes and 
DR- 


gradually wrapping the foot, ankle and lower part of the leg. This 
bandage should be left in place until you can provide yourself with 
adhesive plaster. When It can b« 
cut strips of adhesive about half an 
Inch wide. Beginning at the great toe. 
apply the adhesive around th* edge of 
the foot, back of the heel, across the 
top of th» foot to the place of be- 
ginning. 


Stan the next strip a little above tht 
first, but overlapping it, 


Keep on till the foot Is covered. 


Then carry a strip from one side of th« 
ankle, tjndet the heel, to the opposite 
side of the ankle. Overlap this with an- 
other strip and keep on till the foot la 
covered. 


This arrangement protects the foot 
and ankle and thoroughly supports it. 
Tht injured person may not be able to 
walk on the foot, but anyhow be will bo 
very comfortable. 


After the pain, tenderness and swell- 


Ing have disappeared, the part should 
b* massag-ed and exercised carefully. 


An Injury to tbe knee or to another 


Joint may cause great pain. If in the 
knes, It is almost Impossible to bend 
the leg. Every effort to walk Is painful, 


Under these circumstance* the joint 


should be "fixed." That Is, It should be 
so dressed that it cannot be bent. H 
may be covered with a layer of cotton 
to protect the skin, and then firmly 
bandaged from the ankle to some dis- 
tance above tbe knee, 


It is amazing how quickly tbe pain 


disappears after fixing the joint.

-N the early part of th* last century 


higher 
education 
was 
denied 
to 


women.

high-spirited 
young 
girl 


named Elizabeth Cady discovered that 
she could not attend the college where 
her brother was receiving his education, 
or *ny other college, she was indignant. 


In «Ii probability this was the first 


impetu* which started this brilliant 
woman on her lifelong crusade for free- 
dom for wcmen. 
But again, she was impressed by the 


utter disregard for the natural rights of 
women expressed by the law when she 
visited her father's law offices in John- 
ston, New York. »nd read some of the 
unjust statutes wVch bumpered women 
In every possible wav from advancing 
and bettering themselves as eltlxens 
either Individually or collectively. 


So scriounly did she consider the 


drawbacks which marriage presented tc 
women that when she fell in love with 
the distinguished anti-slavery orator. 
Henry B. Ft an ton. she hesitated t< 
marry him because she realized that 
Blaek*tone*a theory, "a man and wife 
are one and the man 1* the one" held 
true. 


However, she did marry Mr. Stanton, 


and although she waa what was called 
In derision by most people "an ad- 
vanced woman," she proved that the 
possessed every quality for a splendid 
wife and mother. 


To the Stuitons were bom seven chil- 


dren, but Mrs. Stanton'e home datles 
did not prevent her from being one of 
the first and most earnest erussLders for 
the emancipation of women. 


In July, 1141, the first woman's rights 


convention took place at Senec* Tails, 
New York. 


Here Lucretia, Matt and Mr*. Stanton

Alien Words In Our Tongue 
r 


iS probably true, as George W. Wickersham told 
British and American professors of English at Colum- 


bia, that there is a far better knowledge and use of the 
English tongue in England than there is here. 
The 


obvious retort to such an assertion is to say that there is 
here a far better knowledge and use of the vocabulary 
essential to American life. 


The vocabulary of the American differs from that 


heard in England. As long ago as at Plymouth Rock and 
Jamestown we began to diverge. The tendency of trans- 
planted people to enrich their native speech by borrow- 
ing words from other tongues operated in the colonies 
among the first settlers. 
They needed words for the 


phenomena of the New World and they borrowed them 
from the Indians. 
A nameless tree became a hickory; 


a nameless animal a raccoon; a nameless boat a canoe. 
The borrowing did not stop there. The French and the 
Spanish, vying with the English for the New World, con- 
tributed words to the vocabulary of the new country. It 
is to the French that we owe the name of our prairies and
